highly developed communications 
are indispensable in time of peace 
or war has spurred Italian engineers 
to prepare for either eventuality by 
building machinery and technical 
equipment probably unmatched by 
any other nation. 


Italian engineering genius has 


given to Italy the world's fastest 
electric locomotives and the most 
powerful radio shortwave station in 
existence, and is engaged in plans 
for laying down a telephone cable 
between Sicily and Africa which will 
be the world's largest 


Over a network ol 4,000 miles oi 


track—the largest network of elec- 
tric railway yet built by any nation 
—Italian locomotives pull passenger 
trains at speeds varying between 60 
and 100 miles an hour. 


On a test run between Naples 


and Rome recently an electrically 
powered passenger train averaged 
103 miles an hour, attaining a top 
speed of 125 miles. 
When these 


electric behemoths whiz through the 
quiet Italian countryside watchmen 
close the gates at road crossings 
five minutes before the train is due 
lest any peasant with his horse- 
drawn cart be caught on the track.

"The 
American Cyclopedia" tabulates the 
constituents ol various natural gases 
and compares them with coal gas. 
It shows Irom 80 to 98 per cent 
marsh gas (methane) up to 14 per 
cer* other hydrocarbons, 0.4 to 4.6 
per cent nitrogen, up to 0.2 per cent 
carbon dioxide, 0.4 to 0.95 per cent 
carbon monoxide, up to 1.5 per cent 
hydrogen. 


Coal gas is given an average ol 


40 per cent marsh gas, 4 per cent 
hydrocarbons, 2 per cent nitrogen, 
0.'4 per cent carbo:. dioxide, 6 per 
cent carbon monoxide, 46 per cent 
hydrogen. 


The first gas company in this 


country was the Gas Light company 
of Baltimore, incorporated February 
5, 1817; it made and distributed coal 
gas and the first street in Baltimore 
was lighted with the gas on Febru- 
ary 17. The first natural gas com- 
pany was the Fredonia Gas Light 
aM Water Works company, organ- 
ir-'d in Fredonia, N. Y., in 1865. 
Natural gas had, however, been 
used as an illuminant in Fredonia 
as early as 1824, a pipe line having 
been led from a well to the hall 
where General Lafayette was given 
a reception. A few years later nat- 
ural gas was being used for fuel 
and light in Findlay, Ohio.

The 
governor thinks that, while the plan will not 
be self-liquidating, it will enable the people 
now drawing a dole to produce 40 or 50 per 
cent of their own living.

"If that's not the "way out, there is no other 


way that I can see," he says. The philosophy 
of the plan is simply to make people self- 
supporting and get rid of the dole. Such 
"production for use" will be nonconipetitive, 
he believes, not interfering with established, 
business. He expects to start on a small scale 
and add new units as rapidly as possible. 
They are to produce "everything in the aver- 
age relief budget which can be handled eco- 
nomically." The state co-ops will not ven- 
ture, he promises, into the field of housing 
or public utilities.

The figure illustrates the 
spread of cancer, it unchecked, from a local (located 
at one spot) infection to other parts and organs of 
the body. You learn here that cancer can be cured 
if treated in its initial or "begmmng"_ stage; that 
the second stage makes cure more difficult; that 
with its spread into the glands of the neck, cure is 
remote; and with its further spread into the chest 
or bones, cure is impossible.

"It is the purpose of the exhibit to explain in 


the simplest terms the importance of early and 
proper treatment and to con\cy the message that a 
cure in a large proportion of cases is possible it 
this baffling disease is taken in its earlier stages."

belligerent in the wars of history, 
this government has customarily 
endeavored to enlarge war time 
trade. This is also true of Great 
Britain, whose inconsistencies are 
such .that, in one war, she permit- 
ted her colonies to trade with the 
enemy whilst 
denying 
similar 


rights to a neutral like the Unit- 
ed States. The Germans have 
been on both sides of the fence in

authorities, Bynkershoek, wrUJJe 
in 1737, said the correct princiS 
was to depart from the principle 
of "impartiality" altogether and 
emphasize instead the absence of 
participation by the neutral in 
hostilities. 


Declaration 
after 
declaration 
and treaty after treaty has been 
promulgated in international con- 
ferences, and it was not until the 
nineteenth century, really, that 
neutrality as it is now understood 
came to be the so-called law of na- 
tions. Little by little the sojourn 
of belligerent vessels in neutral 
ports came to be limited to 24 
hours. It may not be generally 
known, but a German submarine 
or a British warship can enter a 
port of the United States, get pro- 
visions and sail away without vio- 
lating neutrality. With modern 
communications by wireless, this 
is not done, however, as it would 
mean certain attack the moment 
a vessel emerged. 


It seems to have been conceded 


throughout history that each neu- 
tral nation has a right to make 
whatever regulations it pleases 
governing the conduct of its own 
citizens and its own trade in rela- 
tion to foreign countries in war 
time, and that no belligerent gov- 
ernment has a valid right of pro- 
test on this point, it being well 
understood that the belligerent's 
means of redress is to capture and 
confiscate the vessel carrying con- 
traband to its enemy. 


What the President doubtless 


had in mind in emphasizing a "re- 
turn to international law" was to 
draw attention to the long list of 
precedents for America's own con- 
cept of neutrality as practiced in 
war in which the United States 
was a neutral. It will be found 
that these precedents preponder- 
antly favor the continuance of 
trade in all products subject to 
the minimum interference by bel- 
ligerents. Irrespective of whether 
America has gone to war, as in 
1917, "to enforce her contentions, the 
fact remains that, in many inter- 
national controversies, financial 
claims for damages have been 
filed which, in years subsequent to 
a war, have been honored in arbi- 
tration awards because of the per- 
suasiveness of the viewpoint of the 
department of state.

Benefits under the Railroad Un- 


employment Insurance Act are 
paid for each day over seven that 
an eligible railroad worker is un- 
employed in any 15 consecutive 
days. This means that if a worker 
is totally unemployed for the 15 
days he can draw eight days of 
benefit. If he should be unem- 
ployed eight days, he would get 
one day of benefit ; if unemployed 
nine days, two days of benefit, and 
so on. 


The benefit rates vary from 


151.75 to 53 a day, depending on 
the worker's earnings for 1938. 
Thus total benefits in any fifteen- 
day period of total unemployment 
will range from $14 to $24. The 
most a totally unemployed worker 
can draw in any twelve-month per- 
iod is eighty times his daily bene- 
fit rate or from S140 to $240,

He must have earned $150 or 


more from a railroad or other 
employer covered by Ihe Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act dur- 
ing the calendar year 1938. 


He must register and serve a 


waiting period of fifteen consecu- 
tive days in which there are at 
least eight days of unemployment. 


He must not have become dis- 


qualified for benefits due to any 
of the causes specifically set forth 
in the act. 


All further information 
with 


reference 
to eligibility or dis- 


qualification for benefits will be 
provided to the worker at the time 
he registers.

Texas Starts Excavation 


Of Huge Meteor Crater 


ODESSA, TEXAS.—Excavation of 


one of the nation's largest known 
meteor craters, eight miles south- 
west of here, has been started by 
a crew of 20 WPA workers. 
The 


crater, measuring 600 feet from rim 
to rim, Is known to be exceeded 
In size only by the famed mile-wide 
Canyon Diablo pit in Arizona, Dr. 
E. H. Sellards, director of the bu- 
reau of economic geology at the 
University of Texas and in charge 
of excavation, said. 


It was Dr. Sellards who first an- 


nounced in 1927 that the largely 
filled-m Odessa crater was actually 
caused by an "iron" meteorite, 
which appears to have smashed into 
the earth "thousands ol years ago." 


Dr. Sellards said excavation was 


being pushed to study the effects on 
the earth under the impact of a 
large meteor. The Canyon Diablo 
crater has never been completely 
excavated, he said. He was unable, 
as yet, to estimate the actual size 
of the original meteor. 


"It may easily have exploded at 


Impact," he explained. "We have 
already found and examined several 
fragments." 


In accord with WPA plans to 


make the excavation accessible to 
the public for its educational value, 
Bctor county officials are construct- 
ing a two-mile road from U. S. 
route 80 to the crater's edge. It is 
estimated that the excavation may 
be completed in about a year.
